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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The response filed on May 1 9, 2009 lias been entered. In view of the 
amendments made to the claims, a revised Lack of Unity requirement along with 
applicant's new election based on this revised requirement is necessary. Specifically, 
the amendments require the addition of Group VIII as described below. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claims 2-6, 29, 32-37, 50-54, 80-85, drawn to a system/method with a 
specific pressing means configuration. 

Group II, claims 8-14, 32 38-44, 56-62, 80, 86-92, drawn to a system/method 
with a specific holding means configuration. 

Group III, claims 15, 16, 32, 45, 46, 63, 64, 80, 93, 94, drawn to a system/method 
with a second and third holding means. 

Group IV, claims 17, 32, 47, 65, 80, 95, drawn to a system/method with a fourth 
and fifth holding means. 

Group V, claims 18-24, 66-72, drawn to system method with a scribing line 
forming means including laser beam irradiating means and cooling means. 

Group VI, claims 25-28, 73-76, drawn to a system/method with a scribing line 
forming means including a cutter. 
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Group VII, claims 31, 79, drawn to a system/method with a multiple scribing line 
forming devices. 

Group VIII, claims 30, 48, 77, 78, 96, drawn to a system method with a 
combination of a specific pressing means configuration and a scribing line 
forming means. 

3. Claim 1 links inventions l-VIII. The restriction requirement of the linked 
inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim(s), claim 1 . Upon the 
indication of allowability of the linking claim(s), the restriction requirement as to the 
linked inventions shall be withdrawn and any claim(s) depending from or otherwise 
requiring all the limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) will be rejoined and fully 
examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .104 Claims that require all the 
limitations of an allowable linking claim will be entered as a matter of right if the 
amendment is presented prior to final rejection or allowance, whichever is earlier. 
Amendments submitted after final rejection are governed by 37 CFR 1.116; 
amendments submitted after allowance are governed by 37 CFR 1 .312. 

4. Claim 49 links inventions l-VIII. The restriction requirement of the linked 
inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim(s), claim 49. Upon the 
indication of allowability of the linking claim(s), the restriction requirement as to the 
linked inventions shall be withdrawn and any claim(s) depending from or otherwise 
requiring all the limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) will be rejoined and fully 
examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .104 Claims that require all the 
limitations of an allowable linking claim will be entered as a matter of right if the 
amendment is presented prior to final rejection or allowance, whichever is earlier. 
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Amendments submitted after final rejection are governed by 37 CFR 1 .116; 
amendments submitted after allowance are governed by 37 CFR 1 .312. 

Applicant(s) are advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional 
application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, the allowable linking claim, 
such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting 
rejections over the claims of the instant application. Where a restriction requirement Is 
withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable. In re Ziegler, 443

Group III is directed to a system/method with a special technical feature of 
an additional two holding means that is not required in any of 
Groups I, II and IV-VIII. 

Group IV Is directed to a system/method with a special technical feature of 
a further additional two holding means that is not required in any of 
Groups l-lll and IV-VIII. 

Group V is directed to a system/method with a special technical feature of 
a scribing line forming means that includes a laser irradiation means and a 
cooling means that is not required in any of Groups l-IV, VI and VIII. 
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Group VI is directed to a system/method with a special technical feature of 
a scribing line forming means that includes a cutter that is not required in any of 
Groups l-Vand VIII. 

Group VII is directed to a system/method with a special technical feature 
of a multiple scribing line forming means that is not required in any of 
Groups l-VI and VIII. 

Group VIII is directed to a system/method with a combination of special 
technical features including a special technical feature of a specific pressing 
means configuration in combination with a special technical feature of a scribing 
line forming means, the combination of which is not required in any of 
Groups l-VII. 

Species Election 

6. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 

invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 

linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

Upon election of one of Groups I or II, Applicant is required, in reply to this action, 
to elect a single corresponding species to which the claims shall be restricted if no 
generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply must also confirm or identify the 
claims readable on the elected species, including any claims subsequently added. An 
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argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered non- 
responsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141.

8. The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

Both Species A are directed to a system/method with a special technical 
feature of a roller(s) that is not required in the other species; 
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Both Species B are directed to a system/method with a special technical 
feature of a conveyor(s) that is not required in the other species; 

Both Species C are directed to a system/method with a special technical 
feature of a bearing(s) that is not required in the other species. 

9. Because this lack of unity requirement is considered to be complex, a telephone 
call was not made to request an oral election to the above restriction requirement. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (1) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
